The courts have generally been giving sentences ranging from one to 
fourteen days. Fines have been imposed ranging from PM 25 to as high as PM 500. In 
one area, out of 165 cases tried in the ummary Court, 146 resulted in convictions 
with an average entence of 200 days’ imprisonment, and average fines of PI -1 566. Of 
thi number, curfew violations, lac!: of identification documents, and possession of 
United Mates -roperty, constituted the vast majority of the offenses. In one in¬

German Courts. 

Yfestcrn military District. 

In R3A.J UnX-ET the Rogierungsprasidont was directed to activate a Department 
of Justice and Legal Ax fairs. The following sections.were organised within the 
department: personnel and general administration, legal education and advanced 

training, j-xlgos 'and other officials, lawyers and notaries, budgets, buildings and 
accounts, legislation, technical matter concerning Civil service lav/, and legal 
advice. The Juridical Affairs, lection of the central department was abolished, and 
its f unctions wore transferred to the newly-formod do; artraent. 2y.the same dir¬ 

ection, the Regier ngsprRsidont was '.prohibitod from reviewing judicial decisions, 
from attemptin', to use hi. administrative a uthority to influence the administration 
of justice, and from appointing, removing or changing the compensation of judges or 
prosecutors, except when specifically authorised by 13. lit ary Government. 

. -Throughout the entire District, Amts orichto and Land goxsLchtc are being opened. 
Tho amount ex business being handled by the Gorman courts shows a continued increase 
Criminal, civil arid non-contort ions matters ere re ortod from all area. , with the 
latter constituting tho majority of the court*.; business. In one localit;-, 33 
criminal cases wore tried in the veer ending 1 leptomber. Of these, 22 wore for 
theft, five for receiving stolen goods, four for attain ted larceny, and two wore 
cases of'slander. The same locality reported the die .o/ition ox 38 civil cases, 
fourteen inheritance matters, fifteen wills, throe guardianships, one obituary 
notice and sin cases involving commercial transactions. In addition, there were 2f 
cases investigated which wore not brought to trial because of insufficient evidence 
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securing suitablo personnel tor the operation of Gorman court? continues to bo 
one of the principal difficulties in their re -establishment. In the FRA 1 j? 1RT 
Landgericht, two Gericht s-ass e ss or s ’;/ero appointed and sworn in, bringing the number 
of judges non in office in the area to sixteen. It is contemplated that three more, 
will be sworn in shortly. This court has disposed of 66 criminal cases, and has 
docketed 59 for hearing. A total of PH 3775 has been collected in fines. On the 
civil side, 110 contentious and 300 non-contentions matters v/ere disposed of. Thir¬ 
teen former notaries of this court, now denied the right to practice, have been 
ordered to relinquish their official files, books, documents, and seals. From 
another area it is reported that the German courts have not adjusted themselves to no 
conditions, indicated by a case, which was quashed, involving violation of air-raid 
procautions. Another, involving desertion from the array, was similarly disposed of. 

A court in the 3P4TUIT bub-District granted permission for the entry of certain 
transactions in the Grundbuch after investigation to determine the nature of the 
transaction^ and the character of the parties had been thoroughly investigated. 

Pastern military District . 

Three new Amtsgerichte have boon authorized to reopen in OBGRTAIFPIT. 

In MUNICH a suitable building has boon found for use by the Landgericht, which 
will be made available through Property Control channels, since it was formerly a 
Luftwaffe property. 

Lack of transport and communications facilities continues to hamper the efforts 
of Landgcrichto to carry on adequate supervision of the lower courts. 

One Amtsgcric’ht disposed of nineteen criminal eases during the wee!; ending 24 
August, in which all the accused were found guilty and given sentences ranging from 
30 days to three and a half years. Twelve eases were pending tried at that time. 

Only one civil matter was disposed of during this period, with seven mending. 
Thirty-two miscellaneous matters were disposed of, with an equal number pending. 

United states Sector, BF/RLTN ; Necessary action is being taken to vacate a 
death sentence imposed by an Amtsgericht on a Gorman civilian accused of murder, and 
to have the case retried in the Landgericht of the Lector, which has -proper juris¬ 
diction of such eases. Another ease involving the illegal possession by a German 
civilian of unissued Rcichsbank notes, will similarly be referred to the higher 
court. 

Prisons . 

The condition of prisons in the Western Military District continues to bo sat¬ 
isfactory, though the elimination of Nazi prison employees has resulted in a high 
turnover of personnel which is impairing temporarily the efficiency of prison func¬ 
tioning. 

At BuTLBACK prison, there aro now confined 27$ long-term prisoners and 117 
male juvenile delinquents 18-21 years. 

The library in the Zuchthaus at NAPPDL has been cleared of Nazi literature, and 
is now open to inmates. The prison is expected to be in excellent shape as soon as 
it has an adequate water supply. Due to damage to the drains, all water must now 
be hauled. 

Levoral detachments report repairs and improvements in local jails. Difficulty 
in securing materials has been the rincipal delay in making necessary repairs. 

The prison camp at I.III£'ID3ACII is now ready to receive inmates. It has been 
designated as a -prison for females aged eighteen and over having sentences over 90 


141 persons arc being held in jails in the BHS'.SN Sub-District awaiting trial. 
None of these persons aro being held for trial by Summary Courts, and only five are

The general currency and Banldng situation remains unchanged. Local short ago c 
ol small-denomination notes continue in BAVARIA, while' other area.:; re.ort adequate 
currency sup'lios. Ban!: deposits generally exceed wi thcbrawals, with the Banks in 
Regioruhgsbcair 1: IIA58BL reporting deposits higher than pro-occupation level,:;. The 
further lifting of withdrawal restrict!one in the G-ID5 L1IT area resulted in in¬ 
creased deposits and larger cash Balances. For the first three weens in August, 
Bands in DAPIIZAADT, BBILILBII, GPwOiiS GBRAU and DI8BURG reported deposits of HI 12.7 
million, and withdrawals of HI 9*4 million. For the woo’.: ending 18 A,ugust, 65 Banks 
in Rcgicrungsbezirk UILBBADH' reported deposits of Hi 9,5 million, and \dthdrc.wals oj 
HI 6 million. Cash on hand in the Banks of FRA: HURT increased to a total of HI 66 
million as of 20 August, in contrast to the low of HI 28 million for 20 June.

The Raichsdruckerei, B3RLIK, the main German printing shop for all currency 
and postage stamps, has Been turned over to the United 8tatos Group, Control Council 
for inventory and control. The Building was found to contain eight vault3 of Ger- 
msdi, Hungarian, and Bulgarian currency, in addition to the prosses and plates needed 
for the printing of currency.

public Finance . 

City tax collections in FRAIFFuRT during the second week of August more than 
doubled collections for tho first week, totalling HI 820 thousand as against HI 
357 thousand for tho latter, street railways•earnings, have increased, while rcceip 
from the operation of electric, gas and water plants showed little change. 

To incres.se public revenues, the Bavarian Government has received authority to 
increase tax on income By two per cent. All persons in BAVARIA east of the HiUlB 
are subject to tho additional, test, though yearly incomes of HI 2,160, or loss, sere 
exempt from the emergency levy,

Communicable Disease; ; 

There was no unusual incidence of communicable discs.se during the week, though 
increases hs.vo occurred in some areo.s. 



















In BFRIAT, cases of typhoid and paratyphoid continue to increase (182 6r.se3 for 
the week ending 1 3 opt amber an increase of 57 eases over the previous week). All of 
this increase was in the United Jtates and French doctors. The second most prevalent 
disease in the city, dysentery, decreased sharply to 2|J3l eases from 706 for the pre¬ 
ceding week. 


In the BRADIh dub-District, 


the diphtheria rate continues to he relatively high. 


Throughout BAVARIA, the most important Public Health problem is the increase in 
typhoid fever. In at least twelve localities there is a high incidence of typhoid, 
with many sporadic cases reported elsewhere, 

Additional facilities arc being sought for the control of tuberculosis in STUTT¬ 
GART. noticeable improvements have already been made in the hospital fanilities 
available.

nutrition : It has been recommended to the Land Food and Agriculture Officer for 
BAVARIA that the banic ration of 1500 calories per person per da.y be raised to at 
least 3,000, to prevent,a possible health problem resulting from nutritional defi¬ 
ciency. 

Venereal Disca.se . There is a continued high incidence of venereal diseases, 
with increases in some areas. 

In ITIFDFRBAFFRH-OBFERFALB there is now a venereal disease ward or small hospital 
in each Landkreis. In many cases, German prisoner-of-war hospitals have been turned 
over to military Government for this purpose. 


The Gorman venereal disease specialist in Landkreis IIAITAU, who according to 
German procedure, is responsible for treatment, supervision, and recording of all 
such diseases in the Landkreis, advances the following roanons for the increase in 
the venereal disoa.se rato:. return of German soldiers and male citizens to the area; 
lack of control over minors, and insufficiciit supervision over infected persons. 


A sharp increase in gonorrhea, in FRAII1URT continues the previous weekly incroaj 
fourteen contents were referred to Military Government during the week by military 
units in the area.

The August monthly venereal disease report for BRFlilT rcvoa.ls a total of 230 
new cases of syphilis, 779 new cases of gonorrhea and two new cases of chancroid. 

In Regiorungobezirk ICAS3FL the venereal disease program was implemented last 
week with ap roxima.toly 383 women being picked up for examination. The wholesale 
apprehension of -./omen has overtaxed the limited civilian, facilities. Fight per cent 
of the ’women picked up showed positive tests. As troops thin out in this area the 
infection rate drops rapidly.

Internal Trade and Distribution 


The Theater Commander 1 s directive to ini?, it ary personnel, prohibiting them 
from purcliasing rationed foods and other rationed commodities, is being widely 
circulated for posting in all civilian business establishments where rationed good; 
arc sold. This directive gives notice to both military personnel and German 
merchants that such transactions arc violations both of military and German law, 
resulting in stringent punishment. 

At the request of the Deputy military Governor, a study has been initiatpd 
on the question of -producing merchandise for purchase in Army exchanges. Haling 
available gifts and souvenirs either for the coming holidays or for sending or 
taking home is a spur to providing a supply of goods at reasonable prices.. Dis¬ 
cussions are in progress betwoon this Division and the Army Exchange jorvico on 
the general methods of procurement to bo employed and the scope of distribution 
of the commodities, 

A staff study is being completed on the radio-repair service trade to 
determine the availability of supply of radio parts for repair of civilian radios. 
The curtailment of production for civilian use during the past three years, plus 
damage due to bombing, etc., has greatly reduced the number of radios in working 
condition. Radio pruts have never been rationed. If the supply is increased, 
this may become necessary. 

Foreign Trade 

Trade with C zechoslovakia: Czech officials ha o held a series of discussions 
with this Division .relative to proposed exchanges of Czech brown coal for Bavarian 
electrodes and pyrites, coal and glass for caustic soda, and coal for coal 
electrodes, 'while no action has yet been taken, these proposals appear to be 
highly desir-bio from the viewpoint of this Zone. 

Trade v/i th A f ZTRIA : The possibility of trade with AUSTRIA, even though 
not officially a liberated nation, is being considered. The United Btates Zone, 
Alb TRIA, has soda ash which is urgently needed in this Zone as a component in glass 
production. Activation and continuous operation of a lor go glass factory at 
RBIDBIT ( BAVARIA) is being delayed due to a shortage of this particular chemical. 

In order to facilitate -production of this critical commodity, AUSTRIA has been 
offered ten per cent of the factory’s glass production for four months in return 
for 1500 tons of soda ash. This percentage of production was determined by the 
fact that soda ash represents ten per cent of the total raw materials usod^ 1:1 
glass product on. Ten per cent of four months’ production at the Bavarian, 
factory amounts to 200,000 square meters. 

Intersonnl Trad e 

An important development in. German trade is embodied in a decision of the 
Quadripartite Control Council,'"relayed to this headquarters through United Btates 
Group, Control Council, that interzonal trade bo as free rend unrestricted as 
possible, except that milTEary"c'omman&cr7f are to have the right to prohibit expor' 
from their zones of certain critical items, A directive is being prepared by tni; 
headquarters announcing this decision to the two military. Districts.

Tho 
large mills in the I.XAlil II LZXl.i area, amd in oth.-r areas along the Rhino normally 
processed largo quantities of wheat from outside tho Zone, 

There are a nroximatcly 7,100 flour millin. 0 units in tho United p tat os Zone 
oi which 95 per cent have an average daily grinding capacity of less than four 
tons. Those small mills account for 46 per cent of tho total annual milling 
capacity of over 3,600,000 tons. 

Total storage capacity is about 1,000,000 tons, which is about 75 per cent 02 
the total amount of grain from indi^ono’is sources to be stored for tho year. 

Since tho grain comes in from the fa:. ms over a period of months, only a fraction 
of it is in commercial storage at any one time. Hence there is considerable 
excess storage capacity over tho requirements ' for handling indigenous supplies* 

The survey also incl: ded requirements of grain and flour sacks, coal, 

Diesel oil, bclgings, twino and silk sieves. Tho most important itom is sacks, 
about 4,000,000 of which are needed for the year. Since 90 per cent of the 
milling capacity is operated by wat .r power and electricity, fugl requirements’ ar 
re lat ive ly sir. 11. 

Uscq of military Lands , At regional conferences tho status of legislation anc 
•procedures for the conversion - of th.se controlled lands were discussed in detail 
and maps were provided for the use of the regional detachments. Tho release of 6 
airfields and landing .stripes has-been agreed to by tho United States Air Forces 
in Bur op o.

An agreement has been made with 
a re prosentative of the British Zone Commander regarding the use of uniform 
travelers* food stamps in the British and United States Zones# An authorized 
traveler will be issued travel stamps in exchange for his normal ration card* The 
stamps '.ill entitle him to draw tho same ration that he would have drawn at home, 
provided the commodities called for by his stamps arc available where he is 
travelling. This arrangement will go into effect throughout the British end Unite 
States Zones on 17 October, This headquarters has agreed to discuss the plan with 
the Trench, with the objective of extending its application to the Trench Zone, 

Rq fr igerat ion Shor t ago « The prevalence of gastro-intestinal diseases, such 
as diarrhea, and dysentery is duo in part to laci: of refrigeration. As the food 
shortage becomes more severe, more food '.ill be oaten that ordinarily would bo 
thrown away, and the need for refrigeration becomes correspondingly greater. The 
establishment of central refrigerating units and impending cold weather can be 
oxpcctod to improve the situation materially* 

Food Contain er S hor t a ges . Container shortages continue to threaten the 
movement T ire Tni'oed States Zone. To the critical shortage of grain and 

flour sacks there was added, this wool:, mill: cans, milk pails, and strainers, all 
requiring heavy tin plate, aluminum, or lacquered metal, spoilage of fruits and 
vegetables, now ripe for canning and surplus to immediate n.cds, will occur unless 
tin plate in the liAHLBRUHS and LIOTIG33UBG area is converted into cans. Tin plate 
is reported available from both the French and British Zones. Black iron -plate 
appropriately lac peered also can be used.

Food Stocks and Delivery quotas. In order to make indigenous food resources 
go as far as possible in mooting the minimum requirements of the Gorman populatio:

own essential needs to the legal markets. The resulting supplies must then bo 
distributed over the several regions in relation to needs. To effect such a. 
utilization of food supplies, it is necessary to establish and enforce delivery 
quotas and to prepare distribution -plans. This in turn requires accurate inform¬ 
ation on current production, food stocks and population by consumer categories.

Labor Allocation, ' - 

The demand for f cxn worker's and skilled worker.': in the construction and 
h ilding trades continues to exceed the sup Ay. It is felt that the now 
registration required by directive vn.Il disclose now sources of labor. 

According to reports from. STUTTGART, the use of prisoncr~Qf-war labor 
companies for such projects as cutting of fuel wood, repair of roads, "bridges, 
etc., is contemplated. The ! use of such companies will case the demand for 
workers for housing repair. 

The civil government in WIPSBADai: is developing a wider program of 
apprenticeship training, and is now emphasising the construction trades. 

It has been decided 'not to reopen the graphite mines in the Hegicrungsbozirk 
. The 900 miners normally employed in this industry will 
be used for coal mining. 

Labor Relations. 


Applications for the formation of trade unions and for the holding of stowarc 
elections continue to be numerous in the united States Zone, The Detachment Labor 
Office in RHA IHRURT hc.3 created a special section in the Arbcitsamt to handle the 
many cud difficult -problems involved in conducting elections. 

The TujjRTTIIDDHG- Gower kschaftsbund in STUTTGART was authorized to issue 
circulars concerning its proposed program end organizational plan and has secured 
the sup. ert of many of the Hrois Unions. 


Housing 


The continued freeze of building materials impairs the shelter end repair 
program. In many important instances worm on these projects has virtually halted. 

Of 21 million dwelling ’• houses in Germany, it is estimated by the former Hoicl 
Housing Commissioner that one-third are destroyed and one-half damaged. The 
construction requirements for the occupying forces as listed below will cut deeply 
into the supplies needed to house workers in basic industries and repair dwellings 
for minimum shelter. Some of the construction requirement;: stated, arc:

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11. INDUSTRY - , RSQLIRMvIENTS raid ALLOCATIONS 


The problems of industry operation and control remain the same, with coal 
continuing as the chief limiting factor to required production, and as the basic 
control facility for all production, With coal may bo linked transportation, and t 
shortage of certain other basic raw materials. Despite these difficulties, the 
organization of industrial control procedures has moved forward during the past 
week, notably in the active!ion of more German Advisory Committees in the several 
industries. These committees have shown a spirit of helpfulness in providing 
essential basic information to guide production programs in meeting developing 
requirements programs. 


Coincident with the rounding out of requirements has boon the completion of 
details of the comprehensive industrial survey and inventory to provide the neceasa, 
information for reparations discussions, Tho inadequacy of tho initial industrial 
survey, which was attempted before sufficient personnel wore available in the ficlc\ 
has required preparation of a mere complete questionnaire. This vh.ll be handled, ii 
the field, by civilians operating as part of the German Regional Economic Offices, ) 
Since tho Military Government detachments have now been more fully staffed with 
representatives of the Supply Services who have been recently transferred from 
G~4 to G-5, the industrial inventory now planned can be handled more expeditiously, 
while the establishment of the German Regional Economic Offices affords direct 
contact with Gorman civilians who can handle the details as required in the now 
questionnaire. 

While military requirements are generally satisfactory, complete civilian 
requirements axe not yet known. ' - ; 

The problems of interzonal trade have remained barriers to tho satisfaction o: 
requiremonts from industry. 

Coal, 


Production of coal continues to increase slightly each month but total 
production is still less than 30 per cent of normal. There were 36,838 tons of 
brown coal and 2,838 tons of briquettes produced by the mines in the Western 
Military District during the week ending 8 September. In tho Eastern Military 
District during the week ending 1 September, production consisted of 19,070 tons c 
pcch coal, 16,933 tons of brown coal, 427 tons of Stein coal, 1,407 tons of 
briquettes, and 33 tons of coko,

Textiles: In anticipation of a Quartermaster requirement for 500,000 yards 
of grey duck to he finished in the near future, dyeing and finishing facilities 
at AUGSBURG v/erc inspected to check on chemicals, dyestuffs, and availability 
of coal. Members of the Gorman Textile Advisory Committee and representatives 
of the industry met at HIIIEIBBRG to perfect plans for close coordination with 
the British and French Zones. The Advisory Committee is preparing a study of 
civilian requirements.- 

Paper : Contact has been made vith v.mnufacturcrs regarding the grades of 
pulp which is in barges in the MAIN River. 

Printing : A comprehensive survey of all printing facilities in the United 
States Zone is now in progress. 

Footv/onr and Leather : Civilian requirements have been combined with 
military requirements, and necossar; chemicals for the program have been esti¬ 
mated.

Woodworking : German industrialists in the woodworking industry arc being 
conta.ctcd to enable recommendations to be made as to activities of furniture 
and other woodworking plants.

Such issues aro 
approved when available German resources arc insufficient to provide the 
standard of living as determined by directive.

Civilia.n drivers and civilian maintenance facilities are to be utilized. 
Maintenance and Supply 


The October requirements were submitted covering motor vehicle tiro, tubes, 
batteries and emergency parts. Drastic shortages exist in tires, tubes and 
batteries. 


A special report on the requirements for snow-removal equipment for the 
coming winter Was prepared and submitted with the October requirements for highway 
maintenance materials and equipment. Serious shortages appear to bo in tar, 
asphalt and cement. 

In view of continuing difficulties in operating maintenance garages. Military 
District Commanders were advised that the denazification of personnel employed in 
repair facilities for civilian motor veheiles would hot bo carried below the 
position of Obmann (Section Fore mom), This, however, would not apply to suspect 
cases. 


Inland Waterways . 

RHINE River : The RHIKE was declared open to nominal navigation through th§> 
United States Zone on 15 August. Construction of permanent railway and highway 
bridges, and the continued existence of floating ponton bridges with movable 
sections, offered some restriction to navigation until 1 September, when removal 
of these elements opened up full-scale navigation. In the British Zone the river 
is not yet open for through navigation from WESSELING (south of COLCGNE) to the 
Dutch frontier. British authorities have stated that they expect to have the lorn 
section open by 1 October. Construction of permanent bridges in the United State? 
Zone is plan ed in order to avoid any restriction on full-scale navigation. 

MAPI River ; As of 1 September, the MAIN River was open for full navigation 
to FRAUIPURT. Opening the MAIN River for navigation from FRAUUFURT to WUERZBURG 
has now been sot for 1 October, and it is expected that full movement of coal fro 
the RUHR to WUERZBURG can be undertaken shortly afterwards, present plans provide 
for opening by 15 September of the IAIN River from the mouth to MSCHAEFEIIBURG 
which will be used as a coal trans-shipment terminal until WUERZBURG is opened. 

liECIHR River : Work has boon prosecuted on the NECKAR River primarily by 
German Civilian agencies, and the river is expected to bo open from the RHINE to 
HEIDELBERG by 15 October. 

DANUBE River : On 1 September, the DANUBE River was open for through navi¬ 
gation from REGENSBURG to NASSAU. A bridge obstruction at PASSAtl exported to 
bo removed by 1 October. The DANUBE is also open below the bridge obstruction 
from PASSAU to LINZ (AUSTRIA).

available Lift . The liberated fleet (Dutch, Belgian, and French) on the RHINjj] 
aggregates approximately a million tons of shipping capacity and includes special 
tank and grain type barges. Tho captured enemy fleet in the Unitod States Zone 
suitablo for operation in September totalled 320,000 tons, and is ce.pablo of moving 
approximately If.,000 tons of bulk cargo per day. There is also a tank bargo floct 
totalling 12,000 tons, capable of moving an estimated 500 tons per day. ^3 of 1 
September, a fleet of 95 tugs had adequate power to movo this 500 ton cargo. 
Operations aro underway for the raising and repairing of sunken bargos and tugs. 


Ports ouid Coastal Shipping . 

At ports of tho BREMEN Sub-District, approximately 247,000 tons of cargo were 
discharged during the month of August, and about 245*000 tons were dispatched from 
BISS'.®! to Unitod Statos Zone. Ship-repair facilities at BISS.IEPHilVEK arcboing used t<j 
capacity and seventeen vessels aro now undergoing repair.

During August all original salvage projects wore completed in tho BRELIBN 
Sub-District, and priorities were established for the rehabilitation of port 
facilities. Steps were taken toward establishment of a German salvage organization 
to replace tho United States Navy group, and arrangements were completed for the use 
of a British 200-ton floating crane. 


Railways . 

Operations continued in the movement of military traffic, displaced persons 
and redeployed troops. Additional facilities on vital routes were further 
rehabilitated. Existing passenger service is still largely confined to moving 
workmen end commuters. Full utilization of existing workmen’s and commuter’s 
trains, as well as a further extension of scheduled passenger end freight service, 
arc under consideration. 

At present 152,627 civilians ar~ employed on railways in the United States 
Zono, which is estimated to bo 88 per cent of the total ultimately required,- 
Details of this ^personnel, compared with the previous month, aro shown below.

Practically all railway shops in United States Zone 
are in service, hut operating at greatly reduced capacity because of the removal 
of machinery and the effects of bombing. Rehabilitation is progressing slowly.

Property Control . 

Property of United Nations and Neutral Nations continued tobo taken under 
control during tho month of August. The location and identification of these 
properties were, for the most part, derived from inquiries received from the 
owners. 


The number of German, -owned - properties taken under control during 

August was unusually largo due to tho action of Property Control Officers on 

lists of Deutsche ^bcits Pront properties compiled from records of that organ¬ 
ization. 


An extensive search is being made to locate all records of tho Rcichskomnis- 
sars Office, and 30,000 separate micro-film prints are now in the process of 
evaluation. Prom these record^ lists of property will be prepared to assist 
Property Control Officers in the field. Priority will be given to the lists of 
properties in which United Nations interest exceeds 50 per cent. 


Letters 'of inquiry and claims received from nationals of United Nations and 
Neutral Nations totaled 151 for August. These inquiries concerned pro-perty 
already under control,. except in those ca.ses where the properties included such 
items as furniture and household goods placed in storage by the owner or where 
ownership was obscure. Investigations of inquiries resulted in a net of twelve 
new properties taken under control. Those include unimproved real estate, 
dwellings, securities, apartment houses and manufacturing plants. Among the firms 
where custodians have been appointed are: Haskins and Sells GmbH, owned by 
Haskins and Sells, CEPA, New York; Eloctrola GmbH, owned by Gramophone Co. Ltd, 
London; National-Krupp Registrior Has sen GmbH, owned by National Cash Register 
MJ3o., and the industrial plant of Herman Schlaich, at STUTTGART. 


Eleven German Government-owned properties and nineteen Nazi properties wore 
taken under control. Reich—owned properties were predominantly real estate, but 
included two industrial plants, the Y/assorstrassenhafant in tho BRAUN Sub- 
District and the Schilling XG-Zutz in AALEN. Nazi properties included real 
estate, and industrial plants such as the Lohrwerkstaetten, EASJEL and the .. 
Faehrmi tt elwcrk Ingolf ingen, IUJEITZALSAU. Nazi real estate included properties 
of the Hitler Jugond, National Sozialistichc Deutsche Arbeiter Partei and the 
Deutsche Xrbeits Pront. A stock of food belonging to GomeinschaftswerI: of tho 
Deutsche Arboits Pront at HEIDI IKEIH was also taken under control. 
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Twenty-five proporti&s either looted or abandoned were taken under control. 

The no were predominantly real estate and only a few wero industrial plants. 
Industrial property included Damplo Jr., Becker R & A GmbH and a Y/ohrnacht 
industrial plant. 

Monuments. Fina Arts and archives . The inspection of ovor. 667 known or 
reported repositories of cultural material is well .under way. .Those which prove 
to contain loot as well as those providing unsatisfactory protection from weather 
will have their contents evacuated to collection points. The total number of 
repositories already evacuated through 31 August is twenty, twelve to the collecting 
point at MARBURG and eight to MUNICH. The custodianship of a number of repositories 
has been turnod over to the German civilian authorities.

Pour collecting points arc now in operation at MUNICH, MARBURG, PR'ITI'PURT and 
WIESBADEN. All of these ore used to house works of art, with the exception of 
FRAIUU2URT Collecting Point which specialized in Jewish libraries, looted by the 
Germans from countries in both eastern and western Europe, The newest of tho 
collecting points, WIESBADEN, began operations on 20 August with tho receipt of tho 
first shipment of art objects from the BERLIN Museum which had been temporarily 
housed in the Roichsbanlc at FRAiATURT. 

An Arts Document Center has been established at the MUNICH Collecting Point 
and the records assemblediHcre will bo those dealing with suspected loot, such as 
the documents covering Hitler* s purchases for his proposed groat museum at LINZ 
and the operations of the notorious Einstatzotab Essonbcrg which handled works of 
art taken from Jewish private collections. 

Arrangements wore made to prepare the CRACOW altarpiccc now at NUERNBERG for 
immediate shipment to POLAND and transfer custody to properly accredited Polish 
authorities while terminating United States responsibility. 

Little progress has been made in tho salvage of archives or tho preservation 
of monuments duo to tho urgency of -protecting or evacuating art repositories. 

During August, 5A monuments were inspected and emergency repairs on seven arc now 
in progress. Difficulties in obtaining building materials have delayed repairs. 

The magnificent eighteenth-century churches of southern Germany arc threatened 
with further damage if repairs are not effected because the rigors of winter 
weather will do much to ruin tho delicate stucco decorations of their interiors. 
German authorities are being encouraged to carry out such repairs as arc possible, 

14. CIVIL GCUvEIUNICATICNS 

Railway mail service has been established in the MUNICH area as follows: 
from MUNICH to AUGSBURG, PESRSTEIIELDBRUCH, USERS CHI EG, GAKMISCH, LSNGGKEIS, 
HOLZKIRCHSN, MUHLSDORP, HAAG, and VSLDENj and from HERAT SCHJABEN to ERDING. 

Commencing 1 September in BABEII —Y/UERTTEI.BERG, all individuals, agencies and 
business firms have been able to transmit both personal and business communications 
in sealed envelopes for delivery to any addross within tho Land, 

Y/ithclrawals of postal Savings in tho MUNICH area, as cor.Tpa.rcd with deposits, 
are in a ratio- of four to one. Y/ithdrawals rrc limited to RM 100 monthly. Tho 
ratio in the NUERNBERG area is ten to one, with the same limitation imposed on 
withdrawals as at MUNICH. 


Approval has been given by the British authority xor connection bot\/ocn. tho 
cities^ of 1,1}TEN, OLDENBURG, and MUENSTER to BREMEN, by trunk circuits.
